TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE oF NEw HAMPSHIRE. 
[L.8.] 


To the inhabitants of the town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in said 
town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at six- 
thirty (6:30) of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations for the same. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the town will vote to raise any more 
money for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 


ArTICLE 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees, or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. 


ArTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, . 
such sums of money as may be needed for general purposes 
in anticipation of taxes. 


ArtTIcLE 6. To see what action the town will take relative 
to lighting the streets, and raise money for the same. 

ArTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) for the 
purpose of providing police officers for the ensuing year. 


ArTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500), or any part thereof, for the 
removal of snow from the highways. 


ArTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
one hundred and fifty dollars ($150), or any part thereof, for 
the purpose of painting Hose House No. 3. 

ArTICLE 10. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the town through tax collectors’ deeds. 
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ArticLE 11. By request of library trustees. To see if the 
town will vote to raise the sum of six hundred dollars ($600), 
or any part thereof, above the amount required by law, for 
the support of the Salem Free Public Library for the year 
1933. 


ARTICLE12. By request of Ernest W. Young Post. Tosee 
if the town will vote to raise the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250), or any part thereof, for the use of Ernest W. 
Young Post No. 63, American Legion, to be expended in the 
observance of Memorial Day in the year 1933. 


ARTICLE 13. By request of Chester T. Woodbury. To see 
if the town will vote to raise the sum of one hundred dollars 
($100), or any part thereof, to maintain and improve the 
town common and the public square near Pine Grove Cem- 
etery. 


ARTICLE 14. By request of Charles H. Borchers. To see 
if the town will vote to raise the sum of twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2,500), or any part thereof, to install equipment for 
blowing the fire whistle. 


ArTICLE 15. By request of the Water Board. To see if 
the town will vote to raise the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) each year, for the term of three years, for the pur- 
pose of making extensions and replacements in the water 
Department as recommended in the water commissioners’ 
report. 


ARTICLE 16. By request of the Water Board. To see if 
the town will vote that no alterations shall be made to any 
pipe, or fixtures added, in any building, unless notice is given 
to the water commissioner, who may enter the premises to 
examine the apparatus, ascertain the quantity of water used, 
and the manner of its use and see if there is waste. 


ARTICLE 17. By request of Charles H. Borchers. To see 
if the town will vote to authorize the town treasurer, with the 
approval of the selectmen, to issue serial notes or bonds not 
exceeding fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), for the purpose of 
refunding an equal amount of floating debt covered by out- 
standing bonds or notes. 


ARTICLE 18. By request of David D. Webb. Toseeif the 
town will vote to replace the two-inch water main on School 
Street with a six-inch main and raise the sum of three thou- 
sand dollars ($3,000), or any part thereof, for the same. 
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ARTICLE 19. By request of Evelyn D. Seed and others. 
To see if the town will vote to extend the water main from 
Kelley’s Crossing, down Broadway to the Hampshire Roads 
district, and raise money for the same. 


ARTICLE 20. By request of Chester T. Woodbury and 
others. To see if the town will vote to extend the water main 
up Policy Street to the pumping station and raise money for 
the same. 


ARTICLE 21. By request of William F. Dimlich and others. 
To see if the town will vote to reduce the water rates on South 
Broadway to the same rates as those paid by the residents of 
the Depot district. 


ARTICLE 22. By request of the cemetery trustees. To see 
what action the town will take in regards to making exten- 
sions on Pine Grove Cemetery. 


ARTICLE 23. By request of Thomas H. Kittredge. Tosee 
if the town will vote to dispense with street lights except one 
at the square, at the Depot, and one at the post office at the 
Centre from April 1 to October 1, during daylight saving for 
the year 1933. 


ARTICLE 24. By request of Woodbury J. Brown. To see 
if the town will vote to require itemized accounts in the re- 
ports of all departments. 


ARTICLE 25. By request of Leonard B. Peever. To see if 
the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to issue permits 
to druggists for the sale of liquor in town for medicinal pur- 
poses only. 


ARTICLE 26. By request of Peter H. Azarian. To see if 
the town will vote to extend the state aid road on Cross Street 
from where it now ends, near the residence of Mary Beaudet, 
to the Methuen line, a distance of three-fifths of a mile, and 
raise money for the same.

To see if the town will vote to repair the highway leading from 
Cluff’s Crossing to Foster’s Corner, and raise the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), or any part thereof for the same. 


To see if 
the town will vote to continue the Millville Street road con- 
struction with gravel and tarvia and raise the sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars ($1,500), or any part thereof, for the same.

FOR YEAR 1932-33. 


Installed and replaced 8 new hydrants. Put in 30 copper: 
connections from main to curb boxes. Installed 5 new serv- 
ices. Repaired 20 leaks. Raised all gates, curb boxes, and 
hydrants where new grades have been established on our 
streets. From a survey we find that there are three miles 
of 1-114 and 2-inch pipe mains. These mains vary in age 
and condition. Leaks show that some should have atten- 
tion at once and be relaid with a larger sized pipe. Service 
on these lines is very unsatisfactory to the consumers; they 
get water and that is all. No fire protection. Your com- 
missioners recommend that the town of Salem appropriate 
$10,000 per year for the term of three years, said sums to 
be used for extensions as follows: Gordon Hill, 620 feet 6-inch 
main; estimate cost, $1,100. Pleasant street, from Herbert 
Marshall residence to connect at Hall’s Crossing; estimate 
cost, $7,500. Policy street from F. D. Davis residence to 
Pumping Station, 10-inch main; estimate cost, $7,500. 
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Point A road, 1,400 feet wooden pipe should be taken out 
and iron put in; estimate cost, $3,000. 

Two-inch mains on School street, Bridge street, Highland 
avenue, Park avenue, Granite avenue, Church avenue, 
Spring street, Lawrence road, Lake street, A street, Corliss 
road, Cornwell court, Hedgehog road, Pelham road.

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REPORT OF THE SALEM FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


During the year 1932 the Fire Department has answered 
53 bell alarms and 10 still alarms. The total fire loss for 
the town for the year was $5,455. 

No fire loss in any one case occurred within the village 
districts during the year in excess of $25. 

No new equipment, and only such supplies as are required 
for chemicals and repairs have been purchased during the 
year. While we have on hand a fairly good supply of hose, 
it has all been in use a considerable length of time, as no new 
hose has been purchased since 1927. The combination fire 
truck is in good working condition and, to all appearances, 
will answer the year’s requirements. 

The expense of maintaining the fire whistle has been 
somewhat in excess of previous years, on account of my 
factory being closed a part of the year, which adds to the 
expense of maintaining steam for the whistle. I would 
recommend the installation of an air-pressure system for 
this purpose by the town and thereby reduce the expense.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Weare pleased to present this report, showing the condition 
of the schools, what we accomplished this DYER and what 
will be needed in the near future. 

Woodbury High School. We redecorated the boys’ and 
girls’ toilets and dressing rooms with washable paint. The 
roof leaked in five or six places, and we have had the leaks 
repaired. We recommend that the balance of the flashing 
be replaced with copper and also have louvres installed in 
the ventilator shafts. We also had about 600 yards of fill 
put in yard on west side. 

The heating system was not. working properly, and we have 
had some work done on it this winter, and at present it is 
working as good as ever. 

No. 1 Schoolhouse was shingled with Bird’s Thick Butt 
shingles, and this makes this school in fine condition. 

No. 3 Schoolhouse did not have any special work done this 
year, but the building will need painting shortly. 

No. 4 Schoolhouse had the roof shingled with the same 
kind as used on all schools now. At the Christmas vacation 
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the inside was painted with washable paint and new curtains 
installed. If this school had a new ceiling, which is needed, it 
would be in fine condition. 

No. 5 Schoolhouse did not have any special work done, as 
this building is in good condition. The outside will need 
painting shortly. 

No. 6 Schoolhouse was painted two coats with a cream 
color paint, which is proving a satisfactory color. The 
Cadet teachers are proving very satisfactory, with the 
crowded conditions that exist at this school. All available 
room is used at this time. 

No. 7 Schoolhouse has had no special work done this year. 
The roof will need shingling very soon, and the desks are in 
very poor condition. 

No. 8 Schoolhouse is in fair condition, the toilets are 
poorly lighted and some of the windows need repairing, but 
we will try and fix the same this summer. 

No. 9 Schoolhouse is in fine condition. We had some 
trouble with drainage water from the roof, but this has been 
taken care of by installing a new drain to the rear of the 
building. We had some trouble with water in the pump 
pit, but we will take care of the same this summer. 

The Board feels as though we have made some progress in 
keeping up the repairs, and it will only take a little each year 
to keep the buildings up. We are proud of the fact that we 
have lived within our estimate, and will do all we can in keep- 
ing down the expenses for the coming year, so as to help the 
tax problem in these trying conditions.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Salem: 
It is my privilege to submit my sixth annual report as 
Superintendent of the Salem Schools. 
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At the end of this report will be found interesting and en- 
couraging reports which I have been privileged to bring to 
your notice; they are given by the Headmaster of the High 
School, the Supervisor of Music, and the School Nurse. 

The number of pupils enrolled last year was 698. This 
number represents an increase of 29 over the enrollment of 
the year before. The attendance averaged 96.16% of the 
membership. The state average for this period was 95.3%. 
Sixty-three pupils were neither absent nor tardy. Forty- 
two pupils completed the work of grade eight. Practically 
all of these entered high school in September. 

The following table shows the enrollment in the Salem 
schools during the past five years: 


Number of pupils enrolled in 1928, 667 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1929, 683 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1930, 642 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1931, 669 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1932, 698 


There were two changes in the teaching staff at the opening 
of the year; Mr. Seward F. French resigned his position as 
Headmaster of the Woodbury High School. Mr. Murray J. 
Wright, Headmaster of Newmarket High School, was elected 
to fill the vacancy. Miss Rachel D. Bangs resigned her 
position as teacher of Domestic Arts. Miss Phyllis E. Lind- 
strom, a graduate of Framingham Normal School, was 
elected for this vacancy. We were fortunate in being able 
to retain the remainder of the teaching staff, who continue to 
serve the schools by doing commendable work. 

School enrollment is increasing in all high schools. This 
takes place even though the enrollment in the elementary 
schools remains stationary or declines. Our senior high 
school had an enrollment during 1929 of 145 pupils; 1930, 
146; 1931, 154; 1932, 164; February, 1933, 173. It is very 
fortunate that the Woodbury High School was designed to 
accommodate the seventh and eighth grade pupils from the 
Center and the Depot, since both of these schools have been 
filled to capacity by the first six grades for some time. The 
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report of Headmaster Wright will give you the details of the 
life and administration of the school. 

The average salary paid women teachers in New Hamp- 
shire high schools last year was $1,507.14. For men teachers 
the average was $2,216.44. The average salary paid women 
teachers in elementary schools was $1,117.83. The cost of 
instruction in the Woodbury Senior High School last year 
was $81.28. The average cost per pupil in the state as a 
whole for this period was $89.79. 

Much help has been given the children of Salem by local 
organizations. They have made it possible to furnish milk 
to children needing same. Clothing and glasses have also 
been furnished. 

The teachers have been mindful of the physical needs of 
the children. Care has been taken that all children are 
equipped with warm clothing. In cases where clothing is 
inadequate the teachers have either supplied the clothing or 
have called upon local organizations for help. 

It would seem desirable to hold a dental clinic in Salem 
each year, or at least twice every three years. By bringing 
such a clinic to town it is possible to provide much needed 
dental attention at a greatly reduced cost. Even when 
there is no school fund available to make such work possible, 
local organizations in our towns, by giving some financial 
assistance, make it possible to hold a dental clinic. Dental 
clinics are held in nearly all our towns at fairly regular inter- 
vals. 

The medal presented annually by the Sons of the American 
Revolution to the boy or girl of the eighth grade, who by vote 
of classmates and teachers has best exemplified the habits of 
good citizenship, was awarded last June to Hazel E. Felch, 
In line with this annual award these ten citizen habits, clean- 
liness, codperation, courtesy, dependableness, honesty, obedi- 
ence, politeness, promptness, quietness, and truthfulness are 
beginning to receive equal or even greater importance than 
scholastic marks in rating elementary school pupils. When- 
ever a report card indicates a citizenship habit unsatisfactory 
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or a failure in scholastic work, parents are urged to confer 
with the teacher and thus codperate in securing improvement. 
It is to every child’s advantage that the school and home 
have a mutual understanding of his needs. 

The scholarship medals in grade eight donated by the 
Board of Trade were awarded as follows: 


Gold Medal—Roy Mosely Spence 
Silver Medal—Inez Viola McMaster 
Bronze Medal—Lois Jeanette Palmer 


The elementary schools of Salem were in session 350 half- 
days; the average for the elementary schools of the state for 
this period was 354.8. The high school was in session 360 
half-days; the average for the high schools of the state was 
358.08. 

The School Nurse, Miss Helen Thomas, has continued her 
good work in the schools. She has made many home visits, 
as well as the regular school calls, in the interest of children’s 
health. She has been generous in furnishing transportation 
to children at clinics and other remedial work. 

Our teaching force is composed of persons well trained 
professionally and competent in execution of work. The 
tests which we apply reveal commendable work and a spirit 
running through the schools which cannot fail to bring satis- 
factory results. The interest of the pupils, which is strong 
evidence of success in school work, is manifest to a remark- 
able degree. The schools are well equipped for their work. 

Anything that may be done to interrupt the progress of 
the schools would have disastrous results. To everyone in- 
terested in our national well-being, the welfare and mainte- 
nance of our publicly supported schools is a matter of first 
concern. If our children and young people are given a 
chance to prepare well and thoroughly for the future, our 
hope and confidence remain unimpaired. 

A well-known educator has written the following: “The 
School Board Member is an important force in shaping the 
course of education. As such he is also a powerful instru- 
ment in guiding the destiny of the state, the nation, and soci- 
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ety. A school may add immeasurably to the advancement: 
of human welfare. To do this its administrators must be 
wise, energetic, and courageous. The compensation which 
they receive is not in money, nor even in honor, but is in the 
consciousness of having helped as fully as possible in train- 
ing young men and women for the part which they are to play 
in American state and national life, and for that larger part 
which America is to play in the affairs of the world.” 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the fine 
spirit of codperation on the part of the School Board, teach- 
ers, local organizations, and the general community.

REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Herewith is submitted my first annual report as Head- 
master of the Woodbury School. 

In September, 1932, this school opened its doors to the 
boys and girls of Salem for the seventh time. Although 
young in years, Woodbury High School has gained a place 
of respect and esteem among her sister schools in the state. 

The total enrollment for the present year is 253 as com- 
pared with 248 last year. The enrollment this year is the 
largest in the history of the school. There is reason to be- 
lieve that there will be a slight increase next year due to the 
fact that the number of new pupils will exceed the number 
who will graduate this coming June. As you know, it has 
been necessary to use approximately twenty-five temporary 
seats this year, and a further increase in enrollment will cre- 
ate a rather crowded condition. If the school continues to 
grow, it will be necessary to make an adjustment at some 
point in our organization. 

Following is the total enrollment, number of discharges, 
and present (February 1) enrollment by classes:

Of the nine who have left school this year, 5 moved away 
from town, 3 found employment, and 1 lost interest after 
attending three weeks. 

At the present time we have 19 tuition pupils in grades 
9-12, and none in grades 7-8. Two of this group come from 
Atkinson, 1 from Derry, and 16 from Windham. I believe 
that this is exactly the same number that was enrolled last 
year. 

Our Program of Studies was changed in one respect this 
year. In place of two years of bookkeeping we are now 
offering one year of bookkeeping and one year of junior 
business training. I believe this change has strengthened 
our program. 


THE TEACHING STAFF. 


Salem is fortunate in having an efficient and experienced 
staff of teachers. The only beginning teacher on our staff is 
Miss Phyllis E. Lindstrom, a 1932 graduate of the Framing- 
ham Normal School, who succeeded Miss Rachel B. Bangs. 
The teaching assignments are exactly the same as they were 
last year. All of our teachers are carrying a heavy teaching 
load. The efficiency of the school would be decidedly in- 
creased if another teacher were added to the staff. I realize 
that this is not the time to increase the cost of the high 
school, yet a cadet teacher could be had at very little ex- 
pense. 


DEFICIENCIES. 


Report Cards.—At the end of each six-week period during 
the year, a report of each pupil’s progress in school is sent 
to the parents. This report shows the quality of work done 
during the six-week period. 
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Warnings.—While report cards tell a parent the quality 
of work done for the previous six weeks, warnings, which 
are issued at the end of each nine-week period, report. 
whether or not a pupil is passing for the year. Parents are 
encouraged to have conferences with the headmaster and 
teachers at any time. 

Personal letters are sent from the headmaster’s office to: 
parents when the occasion requires a more direct contact 
than a warning.

EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES. 


Assemblies —Weekly programs are presented by the stu- 
dents and, occasionally, outside speakers. The various 
classes and school organizations alternate in presenting our 
assemblies. 

Athletics —Our teams have been successful in winning a 
good percentage of their games and in engendering good rela-- 
tions with other schools. An inter-class basketball tourna- 
ment created much interest and brought nearly 100 boys and 
girls into active participation. 

An athletic association has been formed. A membership: 
fee of 50 cents is charged, and about 50% of the student body 
has joined. Members of the A. A. are admitted to all 
athletic contests 5 cents less than non-members. 

The financial condition of the A. A. is sound, all bills hav- 
ing been paid, and there being a balance on hand. The 
A. A. is grateful for the helpful interest and support of the 
School Board. The funds for athletics are secured by 
charging an admission fee to all games; selling candy, tonic 
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-and ice cream during the noon lunch period at school; and 
by dramatic. presentations. 

Dramatics and Class Functions—Support of all school 
functions has been very generous, and the pupils are very 
grateful for this support. I feel that the directors of our 
school dramatics and the pupils participating are to be con- 
gratulated on the quality of their work. 

The Ray was published previous to the Christmas vaca- 
tion, and will appear again at Easter and at Commence- 
ment. The active production of the paper is in charge of 
the senior class, but all of the pupils are invited to contribute 
stories, poems, etc. The first issue of the paper was a suc- 
cess; a slight profit was realized, even though it sold at 10 
cents and no advertising was solicited. 

The “ All-Around Club” has met regularly and contrib- 
uted, in its characteristic way, to the social well-being of 
the school. 

“Ninth Period.”—In order to reduce failures, a ninth 
period was added to our school day; during which time the 
teachers have given individual help to pupils requiring such 
assistance. I feel that this is a desirable thing and that we 
have been reasonably successful in our aim. 

A program of Vocational Guidance has been planned and 
begun. Itis hoped that this program will render a real serv- 
ice to our pupuls. 

Music.—Arrangements have been made for pupils to take 
instrumental lessons once a week during a study period. 
‘Seven pupils are doing this at their own expense. Eight 
others are interested in a school orchestra which was started 
in December. 

The annual operetta was well received and a success 
financially. 


CoNCLUSION.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music 
in the Salem schools. 

In the primary grades rote songs with simple, but beauti- 
ful tunes supply a foundation for further musical progress. 
With the beginning of two-part music in the fourth grade a 
true sense of harmony is developed. Still richer harmony is 
experienced through the three-part singing in the fifth and 
sixth grades. The bass clef is introduced in the seventh 
grade and the three-part music continued through the eighth 
grade. 

* The work in musical appreciation is being carried on ef- 
fectively with the help of the victrola and picture charts of 
the instruments of the orchestra. 

During the past term an orchestra has been organized at 
Woodbury High School. The orchestra consists of eight 
pieces, three violins, two saxophones, a trumpet, drums and 
piano. 

The operetta given by the High School pupils has become 
an anual event. This year’s presentation on October 27 
was the ‘“Sunbonnet Girl,’ written by Geoffrey F. Morgan 
and Frederick G. Johnson. The cast consisted of fifteen 
characters, all members of the senior class. The remaining 
seniors and the juniors acted as chorus.
